Behind him are studies and in- 
terviews in 14 countries of Africa. 
Not many persons in this period 
have had so unique an oppor- 
tunity. Some of them are names 
which are familiar to the eyes. 
Others bring up old and disturb- 
ing images. For years they have 
been symbols of political unrest. 


Tanganyika, French Togoland, 
Dahomey, Ghana, Uganda, Li- 
beria, Nigeria, Ethiopia, Egypt, 
Tunis, Kenya, Belgian Congo, 
Rhodesia, Nyasaland — these are 
the countries. Gordon took his 
family and based them in Accra, 
Ghana. His oldest boy, 13, went 
to public school. Being young and

Major Conclusions 
*His major conclusions are these: 


1. As of now Africa looks toward 
the United States. Communism 
has by no means won. It is at 
work, but the average African and 
many of the intellectuals believe 
their best future lies with the 
West, and with the United States 
in particular. 


2. Africans, in general, do not 
view the white man as a symbol 
of hate, despite Soviet propaganda 
to that effect. There is still a res- 
ervoir of good will. The story of 
Little Rock and Governor Faubus, 
along with other inflammatory 
stories out of the South, were con- 
tinually thrown at Gordon by his 
questioners. He replied always 
that these were not the whole 
American story. He related the 
progress made and the assurance 
of law. 


3. African nationalism, the thirst 
for independence, will not be halt- 
ed, nor should it be. Our best pol- 
icy would be to assist it to stand 
on its own feet and not require 
assistance from. the Russians. 
There isn’t too much time. 


4. All kinds of help are needed. 
Israel, for example, has estab- 
lished trade. She is training the 
police force in Ghana. She has 
a shipping service with Ghana. 
Africa, as of now, looks toward 
the Western nations for this help. 


Greatest Thrill 


Gordon’s greatest thrill was 
seeing some of this technical aid 
provided by the United States’ 
1.C.A. — the International Coop- 
eration Act. He traveled 100 miles 
from. Accra, Ghana, to visit a 
young couple, a Mr. and Mrs. 
William Wright, farm teacher and 
home demonstration worker re- 
spectively, from North Carolina's 
Negro Agricultural and Training 
College. These two persons were 
15 miles from the nearest village, 
100 miles from a town. They bad 
built their own house and its 
furniture. There were, of course, 
no conveniences of any kind. They 
taught farming, sanitation, care 
of poultry and livestock, and im- 
proved diets. They had become 
greatly beloved by the Africans 
and everyone knew that far away 
America had sent them. In Ethi- 
opia, Gordon met another couple 
doing an equally fine job in the 
same manner. 


Africa is a country of many 
peoples, languages, cultures and 
religions. In Cairo, Gordon saw 
some of the 400 or more African 
Moslems, mostly young intellec- 
tuals who had broken with the 


Roman Catholic. No Moslem lead- 
er has yet raised the banner of 
a so-called holy war. In Nyasa- 
land the basic dissent is with the 
forced federation with Rhodesia.

Gov. Vandiver Monday held out 
little hope for teachers’ pay raises 
during the next school year. 


At the end of a two-and-a-half- 
hour financial session between the 
governor and members of the 
State Board of Education, Van- 
diver said the situation regarding 
an across-the-board raise is “‘not 
a pretty picture.” 


The state board went into closed 
session with the governor Monday 
afternoon carrying a proposed 
budget calling for $8,092,000 more 
than is in the current school budg- 
et. The board earlier had indi- 
cated it would take that much 
more money next year to keep 
the state ‘“‘standing still” in its 
minimum foundation program for 
education.

in demand. They will not be needed to 
go into the mines. They ate not trained 
to do any other work. | 

There are so many aspects of change 
that one cannot list them all in limited 
space. One example will serve to illus- 
trate. Timekeepers and Various jobs held 
by persons known as “checkers” are now 
“filled” by machines. These machines 
create new jobs for persons to service 
the mechanical workers. And, of course, 
to manufacture them. But they displace 
semiskilled workers. They require skilled 
ones. 
The production lines need fewer men 
because machifes now do many of the 
routine, repetitive tasks done by men 
and women. They, too, require service. 
But again it must be skilled. The field 
of missiles has created thousands of new 
jobs. But these require knowledge of 
electronics and complicated mechanisms. 
It is significant that much of the un- 
employed is in the level of 45 years of 
age and above. Many of these are not, 
as some say, too old to work. But they 
are considered too old to be trained for 
new,. technical jobs. This is not always 
true. Nor is it the just or fair thing to 
dismiss them as too old to work. 
Here we have a problem which can 
be met only at the national level. This 
should be done by industry. If not, then 
the government will be forced to act. 
Here is something where the National 
Assn. of Manufacturers, for example, 
could display some business statesman- 
ship. If they do not, then we may 4s 
well face the fact that the nation cannot 
and should not tolerate a large body of 
unemployed persons who are eager to 
work.

Jetferson’s Philosophy 
Shaped Nation’s Destiny 


It cannot be said that the nation pays 
too much attention to the birthday of 
perhaps its greatest figure and the chief 
architect of the national philosophy— 
Thomas Jefferson. 

This is the 216th anniversary week of 
his birth. He was born April 13, 1743. It 
was Jefferson who swore eternal oppo- 
sition to tyrants. He is an oft-quoted man 
but he is not much comfort to those who 
insist on a rigid, inflexible Constitution. 

He said the people ought to change 
their form of government whenever they 
felt it was necessary and no longer served 
their needs. Jefferson also went out of 
his way to say the Constitution was not 
aac to be considered unchange- 
able. 

He was first and last a man dedicated 
to human rights. It was Jefferson and 
his philosophy which became the cor- 
nerstone of Western civilization’s atti- 
tudes toward man. There was much of 
Jefferson's beliefs in Abraham Lincoln’s 
opposition to slavery. 

There was a reflection of Jefferson 
in Woodrow Wilson and in FDR. Harry 
S. Truman also has strong feelings about 
mankind. 

If Jefferson wasn’t the greatest Amer- 
ican, he is, with one or two others, our 
most sublime contribution to civilized 
thought and leadership.

Points to State’s Bite 


City Purchasing Agent Ernest Brew- 
er’s annual report bristles with well- 
founded criticism of state taxes on city- 
purchased gasoline. 

The bite amounted to more 
$100,000 last year. 

This means, according to Mr. Brewer, 
that “we take $100,000 of the tax money 
paid to the City of Atlanta by its citi- 
zens and turn it over to the State of 
Georgia. This is what we might term 
double taxation with very limited repre- 
sentation.” 

The report goes on to say that other 
states have long since recognized that 
their towns and cities must be helped 
and have done something about it. Then 
it raises the question: “How long, Sov- 
ereign State of Georgia, how. long?” 

This valid complaint from Atlanta 
reflects the plight of municipalities 
throughout Georgia. Not only has the 
state virtually pre-empted sources of 
local taxation and failed to pass legis- 
lation making it possible to grant finan- 
cial assistance to cities but it also has 
refused to grant tax relief on products 
cities must buy, such as gasoline. 

In recent months there has seemed to 
be a growing awareness at the state level 
that municipalities are in dire straits and 
that something must be done to alleviate 
the situation. But thus far the relief has 
failed to materialize. 

How long, indeed, can cities carry 
the heavy load with which the state has 
saddled them?

In fact, a few times I thought | 
I could see the small bald heads 
and piercing eyes of some wily 
birds, staring from the darkness 
at ‘the throaty gobble coming 
from Uncle Will. 


It is the prerequisite of this 
almost perfect imitation that 
makes successful turkey hunt- 
ing the prize outdoor feat that 
it is. 


Lots of hunters can shoot them. 
But few ever get the chance. 


One of the best articles on 
turkey hunting that I’ve ever seen 
was written by Edmund Mc- 
Laurin, gun editor of the maga- 
zine, Florida Wildlife. 


“Regardless of the type of tur- 
key call used,’’ McLaurin says, 
“your broadcasts must be nat- 
ural in tone and of appropriate 
meaning. Especially is this true 
if a turkey responds to your first 
call; succeeding calls must be 
perfectly natural with emphasis 
on the get together notes only.” 


McLaurin makes an emphatic 
note of the turkey caller’s most 
common mistake—too much 
calling. 


“Never yelp more than four 


times—not at all if a bird has 


already answered twice and is 
estimated to be within 100 yards 
of your stand. 


“Even when calling brings no 
encouraging answer, don’t make 
the mistake of temporarily mov- 
ing from your blind. Turkeys 
sometimes don’t answer assembly 
calls at all, but cautiously ap- 
proach the spot from which your 
plaitive yelps emanated. Merely 
getting up momentarily to silent- 
ly stretch cramped muscles can 
quickly cancel your chances of 


‘getting a shot.” 


Turkey calling requires more 
practice probably than any other 
The birds are -not 
easily fooled. 


But, there’s always a drawback 
to being a perfectionist. The more 
natural your turkey talk, the 
greater risk of being fired on by 
ee hunter.

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Georgia Business . 
Why Do Firms 
~ Shun AF Millions? 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Business must be going great guns in Georgia, 
the Carolinas and Virginia. 


Small manufacturers, especially, must have more orders than 
they'll be able to take care of for months to come—or so it would 
appear. 

Else why would most of them be shunning millions of dollars 
in new orders? 


Another reason that has been suggested is 
that the operators of small manufacturing com- 
panies just plain don’t know about the opportu- 
nities that await them. 


At least that’s what they think in the Atlanta 
Air Procurement District office of the U.S. Air 
Force, which is trying—not too successfully, so 
far—to procure hundreds of needed items in this 
area. 


Bulletin board walls in the Atlanta District 
office, we are told, are literally papered with un- 
answered invitations to bid on a tremendous 
variety of materials that area manufacturers 
either make already or could make with mini- 
mum modifications or conversions of existing facilities. 


The Air Force says it wants to buy as many of these things 
as possible from small firms in the area, which could latch on to 
some millions of dollars in new orders by merely bidding on them. 


Meanwhile, however, not many small private enterprisers are 
showing much enterprise in that direction. 


~ So Maj. Winston S. Smith, chief of the Atlanta Air Procurement 
District, has called a conference here for Thursday, April 23, in 
order to tell small businessmen: 


1. How the Air Force does business with industry. 


2. What supplies the Air Force is buying from small business. 


3. How small business can get a bigger share of the Air Force 
procurement dollar. 


The district office, which is organized to assist small business 
in participating in the defense program, has already invited more 
than 400 business and industrial firms in the four states to send 
representatives to the meeting. 


Some 345 of these firms are located in Georgia, and Maj. Smith 
hopes a lot more will show up. 


No invitation is needed. 


Any firm interested in attending may make reservations by 
writing the Atlanta Air Procurement District, U.S. Air Force, 41 
Exchange Pl., SE, Atlanta 3, or by calling JAckson 2-4121, exten- 
sion 580. 


That office administers all Air Force contracts (excepting 


Lockheed’s) in Georgia, South Carolina and parts of North Carolina 
and Virginia. 


If it can’t get bids from small firms in this area, the Air 
Force will have to spend its money elsewhere. 

Inasmuch as the supplies are needed and the money is going 
to be spent wherever they can be obtained, it doesn’t make sense 
for Georgia businessmen to keep on passing up sales for which this 
area has first bidding priority. 


That’s why all who can should be on hand for the Thursday, 
April 23, meeting in Atlanta—or at the very least make some 
effort to find out if the Atlanta Air Procurement District wants to 
buy anyhing they are or could be making. 


Any small businessman who won’t go that far certainly has 
no business griping that he doesn’t have enough business, or that
